‘General Chaos’ — Ceremony Gives 
Coup Semblance of Legality.

PRAGUE, Feb. 27 (UP)—Presi- 
dent Eduard Benes administered 
the oath of allegiance to Commu- 
nist Premier Klement Gottwald’s 
hand-picked cabinet of 15 minis- 
ters today, giving a semblance of 
legality to the lightning Commu- 
nist coup. 

Benes said in a short address 
during the brief 10-minute cere- 
mony that he accepted Gottwald’s 
cabinet to avoid “general chaos” 
in Czechoslovakia. 

The ceremony took place in 
Hradcany Castle. Benes received 
Gottwald, accompanied by 12 new 
ministers and three old ones who 
changed posts, at 10:29 a.m. (3:29 
a.m. St. Louis time). 

“T have seen that any other 
solution would deepen the crisis 


ing the new Communist Govern- 
ment, 

“Eventually this could end in 
general chaos. But the state must 
be conducted and administered. 
You (Gottwald) want to conduct 
state affairs in a new way and in 
a new form of democracy. 

“My wishes, addressed to you 
and the nation and state, are that 
this new way may be favorable 
for all.” 

Benes said he found his deci- 
sion “very difficult” and had ar- 
rived at it only after.long and 
serious consideration. 

“I received the resignations of 
the ministers of the Government 
and I signed the decrees of nom- 
ination,” he said in opening his 
brief speech.

KILLED 75, TRIED 
FOR FOUR MURDERS 


McALESTER, Okla., Feb. 
(AP) -—- Rich Owens, the official 
executioner of Oklahoma who 
killed 75 men in his 67 years of 
life, died yesterday of cancer, 

Owens executed 65 men in the 
electric chair and hanged another. 
The others were killed in personal 
fights, in prison riots or escape 
attempts, Four times he was 
tried on charges of murder and 
four times he was acquitted. 

In 1937 two life-term prisoners 
attacked him with hatchet and 
knife. They bound his hands be- 
hind him with barbed wire, put 
the knife to his back, and started 
to march out of prison here with 
Rich at hostage. 

Rich spotted a tower guard. 

“Start shooting, Pat!” he yelled, 
and threw himself backwards to 
the ground.

CAPONE MOB WINS 


FGHT 10 CONTROL 
RAGING NEWS HERE 


Syndicate Takes Over 


Also Continental Serv- 
ice of Chicago, Which 
Ragen Had Headed. 


The Capone gang syndicate of 
Chi , represented here by for- 
mer Kgan gangsters and East Side 
hoodluma, finally has succeeded in 
taking over the distribution of 
racing news service in the St. 
Lovwis area after 18 months of 
tedious planning and adroit ma- 
neuvering, the Post-Dispatch has 
earned, 


The Capone group has also suc- 
ceeded in grabbing control of the 
Continenta! Press, Inc., of Chicago, 
which was headed by James M. 
Ragen, racing news czar, until his 
death 1 August 1946, from wounds 
suffered when he was shot by gun- 
men using a truck to surprise 
en and his bodyguards. in 
South Chicago. 

The complete switchover oc- 
curred several months ago but was 
not disclosed publicly in St. Louis 
or Chicago. Dispatches from Chi- 
cago yesterday, however, con- 
firmed a change In the ownership 
of the stock of the Continental 
Press, which was disclosed with 
the filing of an accounting of the 
Ragen estate in Cook County Pro- 
bate Court. 

Heirs Oppose Capone Gang. 

Ragen’s heirs and associates 
fought against the Capone gang 
gaining control for more than a 
year but last year, after the stock 
in Continental Press was sold, 
there was a reaction within sev- 
eral months in Chicago and St. 
Louis. 

In St. Louis, Paul (Bev) Brown, 


27 | who sold out to the Capone mob, 


moved back to the Pioneer News 
Co. offices in the Fullerton 
Building from the Reliable News 
Service Co., at Fairmont City, IIl., 
which had been established by 
the Chicago syndicate to muscle 
in on the business of the Pioneer 
company. Reliable then closed 
its doors and transferred the per- 
sonnel to the Pioneer offices. 

In Chicago, James (Pat) Burns, 
named by Ragen prior to his be- 
ing wounded as being a former 
Continental employe who had 
gone in with the Chicago syndi- 
cate’s Trans-American News Co., 
Inc., which was set up in opposi- 
tion to Continental on a national 
basis, appeared with his followers 
at the Continental offices in the 
Manhattan Building just off the 
Chicago Loop and assumed active 
part in managing the racing news 
firm’s affairs. 

One factor that aided the Chi- 
cago syndicate in St. Louis was 
the long illness of Clarence 
(Gully) Owen, partner of Brown 


United States Marshal Emmett 
O’Brien found Dillon at the home 
of his son, Phillip Dillon. 

The elder Dillon had been 
sought in St. Louis, and was re- 
ported to have gone to Mexico 
City to avoid being served a sub- 
pena. 

Dillon, who previously testified 
he “didn’t receive a nickel” in the 


parole cases, actually received a 
fee of $10,000 for his efforts on 


behalf of two of the former mob- 
sters, it was testified last week by 
the wife of one of them. 


Grand Jury Recalled. 

The special grand jury, which 
has been in session since last No- 
vember, was recalled for the Mon- 
day meeting today by Kerner. It 
already has returned two indict- 
ments in the investigation of the 
paroles. 

The paroles were obtained for 
Louis (Little New York) Campag- 
na, Paul (The Waiter) Ricca, 
Charles (Cherry Nose) Gioe and 
Philip D’Andrea. At a hearing 
last Feb, 17 in Chicago Mrs, Cam- 
pagna testified her husband and 
Ricca paid Dillon $10,000 for ob- 
taining paroles for the two men. 

Testimony of Attorney General 
Tom C. Clark before the House 
Appropriations Committee that the 
FBI found “no evidence of brib- 
ery” in the granting of the paroles 
was made public today in Wash- 
ington. 

300 Persons Questioned. 

Telling. the committee the pa- 
roles had been severely criticized, 
Clark said: “The FBI found no 
such evidence, although we put a 
considerable number of men on 
the case and they questioned some 
300 people, including persons in 
and out of prison.” 

Representative Clare Hoffman 
(Rep.), Michigan, chairman of a 
subcommittee of the House Com- 
mittee on Expenditures, which has 
been investigating the paroles, 
said in Washington today that his 
committee would resume it hear- 
ings in the case Monday. 

Hoffman said he did not know 
why Clark had refused to let the 
subcommittee members see the 
FBI records on its investigation 
of possible bribery and other 
phases of the case. 

“All the FBI has’ sent us is a 
summary. that would be an in- 
sult to the intelligence of an 8- 
year-old child,” Hoffman said. 

Clark Friend to Be Heard. 

When the hearing resumes, 
Hoffman said, the committee will 
question Maury Hughes, a friend 
of Clark, who is reported to have 
had a conversation with a man in 
a Chicago night club concerning 
the paroles. 

The Federal Parole Board re- 
leased the former Capone men last 
August, after. they had served 
about a third of their 10-year 
sentences for conspiracy to ex- 
tort $1,000,000 from the motion 
picture industry. 

Clark said today his department 
had objected to the granting of all 
paroles except Gioe’s, “On him,” 
he said, “we had no comment.” 

The department objected to the 
paroles “because we thought that 
these parties were pretty bad 
characters,”. he said, “and the 
(trial) judge had objected to the 
paroles.”

For the last nine years, how- 
ever, fortune has taken a turn be- 
cause of the discovery of oil on 
land that the bank owned in Texas. 
The 675 stockholders have received 


since 1989. They happily expect 
that the next payment, to be de- 
clared within a few weeks, will 
make it close to $300,000 

Last year’s dividend 
share, the largest yet paid on the 
5000 shares outstanding. From 
1942 to 1046, it wag $6 a year and, 
before then, $4.

The Urban League of St. Louis 
will give “unqualified support” to. 
the Anti-Slum Commission’s pro- 
posal for a $10,000,000 bond issue 
to subsidize slum clearance in the 
Olive - Market - Fifteenth - Grand 
area, Alfred Fleishman, league 
president, told the Post-Dispatch 
today. 

Slum clearance is one of the 
basic tenets of the league pro- 
gram, directed at social and. eco- 
nomic betterment of the Negro, 
Fleishman said. The area in ques- 
tion is occupied almost entirely 
by Negroes. 

“We have every confidence that 
sponsors of the project will con- 
sider the real needs of the present 
occupants of the area,” Fleishman 
said. “Without that considera- 
tion, the occupants would be 
pushed to an even lower housing 
level and the slum clearance pro- 


tality.” 
“Business Investment.” 
Pointing out that social studies 
had proved the tremendous coat 
of police, welfare and other city 
services in slum areas, Fleishman 


the city would be a “solid business 
investment.” 

“This is without even consider- 
ing the rehabilitation of broken 
lives and the elimination of con- 
ditions under which children born 
in such areas have two strikes 
against them,” Fleishman added. 
“The movement to obtain better 
living conditions for Negroes and 
whites alike is one of the health- 
jest signs in the current picture 
of inter-group relations. 

“With the basic problem as 
clear-cut as it is, people should 
forget any seeming obstacles at 
this stage, and exert every effort 
toward getting action. Then they 
can sit down and iron out’ the 
difficulties. 

“The league hopes, too, that the 
city will not stop with the re- 
habilitation of just the Market- 
Olive area, but will go after the 
other slum and blighted areas 
fringing the downtown district. 
They are all part of the same 
major problem, but certainly 
Mayor Kaufmann has made a 
good start by his suggestion on 
where the first move should be.” 

Two Plans Considered. 

Under . the Mayor’s proposal, 
adopted in principle by the Anti- 
Slum Commission, city bond funds 
would be used to buy and clear 
the slum area, which would then 
be sold at substantial discount to 
civic. or private corporations, 
under the Missour! Urban Re- 
development Corporation Act, for 
construction of mass ,housing. 

The Mayor said yesterday an- 
other plan under consideration 
called for lease of the land by 
the city to developers instead of 
sale, with the improved property 
reverting to the city after a period 
of years. Various plans will be 
studied by a special subcommittee 
of the Anti-Slum Commission, to 
be named by Walter W. Head, 
chairman. The subcommittee also 
will recommend a date for sub- 
mission to voters of the proposed 
bond issue, probably in the August 
primary or the November general 
election. 

Opinion on Legality. 

Legality of city participation in 
the slum clearance program was 
confirmed in an opinion given to 
the commission at its meeting 
Wednesday by Associate City 
Counselor James V. Frank. 

Citing Article VI, Section 21, of 
the new State Constitution, pro- 
viding for acquisition by cities of 
blighted areas in need of rehabill- 
tation, Frank said: 

“The constitutional provision 
contains no limitation as to the 
price for which the city may sell 
the land after it is acquired. There 
can be no question that slum 
clearance and redevelopment are 
for a public as well as a munici- 
pal purpose. In fact, the ‘public 
interest’ is specifically recognized 
by the provision.of the Constitu- 
tion quoted,”

said the cleared land might be 
sold to redevelopment promoters 
at a discount of as much as 60 
per cent, In view of present con-

Twenty-five years later, in 
World War II, they nearly forced 
the Americans to fly their armies 
to Europe.

Much of the research which 
went into this arm of the fleet 
was performed by the German 
navy, or at its order; but the 
firm which stands out. above all 
others in its eagerness to carry 
out the German behests, and in 
its own contributions to the under- 
sea fleet, is the Krupp Armaments 
Works in Essen, and the Ger- 
mania shipyards it owned at Kiel. 


Breaking Allied Restrictions. 
Nothing in the documents which 
are being introduced here before 
an American military tribunal in 
the trial of 12 leading Krupp of- 
ficials shows the firm's conscious 
effort to break Allied restrictions 
more clearly than the history of 
its submarine developments in the 
proscribed years of 1919 to 1935. 
The outlook at the end of the 
war was as bleak as it could be 
for those who believed, like Gus- 
tav Krupp, that Germany “must 
fight to rise again.” 

The Versailles Treaty had for- 
bidden the construction or de- 
sign of submarines 
form, Germany had 


treaty, and the opinion of its 
own lawyers was that men who 
contributed to breaking the 
treaty violated not only inter- 
national law but the statutes of 
their own country. 

Krupp had an immense stake 
in this sinister weapon. It had 
leased the Germania works in 
1896. By 1902 it had acquired full 
control of them. By 1906 it had 
produced the original U-1. No 
such transitory mandate as an in- 
ternational treaty was to be per- 
mitted to interfere. 

What happened next is told bet- 
ter by the German Navy itself 
than by the firm of Krupp, which 
conducted most of its business in 
secret.

Through it, Krupp founded 
the “Ingenieurkantoor voor 
, Scheepsbouw,” which has fig- 
ured prominently in Nuernberg 
under the shorter title of LV.5. 
It opened its offices in the 
Hague in 1922. 

Dr. Hans Techel, a Krupp en- 
gineer who since has died, was its 
technical director. He has been 
described as the “father of U-boat 
construction.” A former Ger- 
man Navy captain took over the 
“business” side. Thirty Krupp 
designers and technicians, with all 
their drawings and plans were 
spirited out of Germany to the 
camouflaged office in The Nether- 
lands, 


Krupp owned more than two- 
thirds of the Dutch dummy firm. 
The German Navy owned the rest. 
Once, to make certain of a con- 
tract from Turkey, the Navy 
secretly advanced about $400,000 
from its own funds. On another 
occasion it gave the fledgling 
Krupp subsidiary $50,000 when its 
costs were running high, 


“The purpose of the founda- 
tion,” the Navy history says 
frankly, “was to keep together an 
efficient German submarine con- 
struction office, and, by practical 
work for foreign navies, to keep 
it in continuous practice, and on 
top of technical developments.” 

The results of this devious pol- 
icy were astounding in terms of 
German ability to wage war. 
Within three and a half months 
after Hitler had torn up the last 
of the Versailles Treaty limita- 
tions in 1935 the first modern 
German U-boat was in service, 
fully commissioned. 

For the next three months addi- 
tional U-boats with trained crews 
went into active service at the 
rate of one every eight days. Sev- 
enteen were ready to blockade the 
French coast when Hitler invaded 
the Rhineland in 1937, Without 
Krupp and I.V.S. none of this 
would have been possible.

Arms _ should 
be sent, he said, to factions at- 
tempting to comply with the

‘Experiment at Scaring Birds 
Off Building Having 
Good Results. 


Five two-faced plastic owls, 
painted a ghostly white; glowered 
through luminous glass eyes from 
eighth floor perches on the 
Post-Dispatch Building last night 
and scared the wits out of several 
dozen starlings. One little star- 
ling apparently died of fright. 


Byron Dietrich, building man- 


the dead bird “not too far from 
one of the owls.” 


The owls are fastened on boards, 
which extend out over the window 
sills, flagpole fashion. The idea 
is to give the starlings the willies 
so they will leave their perches 
at the top of the columns under 
the roof on the south side of the 
building at Twelfth boulevard and 
Olive street. That side of the 
building has been spotted by the 
birds. 

Dietrich got the idea of putting 
owls on the window sills from 
Decatur (Ill.) oficials, who point- 
ed out that owls don’t give a hoot 
for starlings. The two species are 
natural enemies, Owls give star- 
lings the creeps, the Decatur peo- 
ple reported, and the two-faced 
variety work overtime at no extra 
cost. 


“Watchmen reported there were 
considerably fewer starlings on 
the building last night than prior 
to the installation of the owls,”

CHARGES FOR MAINTENANCE 


Seek to Learn at Hearing Whether Sums on 
Which Plea for Rate Rise Is Based 
Should Not Be Cut.

A Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 27— 
Maintenance expense charges by 
Southwestern Bell Telephone Co. 
were the chief subject of inquiry 
today in the Missouri Public Serv- 
ica Commission hearing on the 
company's proposed telephone rate 

increases. 

Counsel for the commission and 
protesting cities will endeavor to 
learn whether the large mainte- 
mance charges of recent years 
should be trimmed sharply, for 
purposes of rate-making calcula- 
tions, to eliminate expenditures of 
unusual, temporary or non-recur- 
ring character. Their theory is 
that conditions created by the 
heavy volume of telephone busi- 
ness during and since the war, 
and the wartime interruption of 
telephone plant construction, may 
have brought about some awelling 
of maintenance charges not al- 
lowable as operating expenses in 
consideration of rate. 


They also think that the big 
plant construction program, now 
under way, which runs into many 
millions of dollars, may have had 
a similar effect on the mainte- 
nance account. The company is 
seeking annual Missouri rate in- 
creases of $3,250,000 or about 6% 
per cent. 

How Expenses Have Risen. 

For Southwestern Bell’s entire 
territory, maintenance expenses 
grew from $17,281,000 in 1940, last 
prewar year, to $21,843,000 in 1944; 
then jumped to $25,328,000 in 1945 
and for last year soared to $39,- 
820,000. Presumably the increase 
partly, at least, reflects general 
rise in labor and material prices. 

The chief witness on this sub- 
ject will be Max Hilliard of St. 
Louis, general plant supervisor. 
An effort is being made to com- 
plete the current session of the 
rate hearing today. The day be- 
gan with a continuation of cross 
examination of Robert L. Bence 
of Ladue, traffic engineer, who 
had begun testifying Wednesday. 

Questions by John P. Randolph, 
igeneral counsel for the commis- 
sion, took up, among other things, 
a point which has been raised in 
various parts of the country by 
critics of telephone rate increases. 
This was whether prospective con- 
versions of various exchanges 
from manual to dial operation 
would not bring about a large sav- 
ing in operators’ salaries, which 
would be a partial offset hereafter 
to any need for rate increases, 


19 In State to Be Converted. 


For 19 Missouri exchanges on 
the 1948-49 conversion program, 
Bence said there would be a sav- 
ing of 884 operators and of their 
annual aggregate pay of $1,780,000. 
This would be an average annual 
wage for this group of $2013.80, 
compared to the 1947 average for 
all Missouri operators given by 
Bence as $2191.74. The saving 
would be below the general aver- 
age wage, he explained, because 
the company’s union contract pro- 
vides that employes shall be laid 
off in order of “juniority” (reverse 
of seniority). 


The 19-exchange conversion pro- 
gram, contrary to an impression 
created by an earlier witness, will 
not. be completed in 1949, but more 
likely by the end of 1950, although 
it will all be under way by next 
year, Bence related. Exchanges 
whose conversion is scheduled to 
start this year are Valley Park, 
Gray Summit and Independence, 
Those to atart in 1949 are Webster 


Groves, Kirkwood, Overland, St. 
Charles, Springfield, Joplin, one 
Kansas City exchange and nine 
small outstate towns. This pro- 
gram will not constitute a com- 
plete changeover to dial operation, 
as many Missouri exchanges will 
continue on manual operation, 


Decline in Operators, 


The number of operators in Mia- 
sourl, said Bence, was 5464 at the 
end of 1946, dropped to 5274 last 
Oct. 31, but is expected to be 5625 
by the end of this year. 


Bence, recalled today, said that 
with the completion of the dialing 
program in 1950, 56 per cent of the 
company’s Missouri exchanges and 
91 per cent of the individual sta- 
tions will be on the dial basis. 


Under questioning by Jerome M. 
Joffee, Kansas City municipal 
counsel, Bence assented to Joffee’s 
estimate that the company could 
increase its revenue from long- 
distance calls in Missouri, for 
pointa both in and outside the 
atate, by 2 per cent, or about 
$330,000 a year, if it could install 
the needed number of circuits, In 
1947 the company handled 61,076 
long-distance calls daily, and ‘the 
average revenue from interstate 
calls was given as 82 cents, with 
no figure available on the yield 
from calls within the state, Of 
the total number of calls, 54.1 
per cent were intrastate and 45.9 
per cent interstate. 

Bence testified that directions 
received for increasing work loads 
of operators in 1947, as a means of 
economy, were along substantial- 
ly the lines of orders issued an- 
nually for some time past. He ex- 
plained that increased experience 
of operators was counted on to en- 
able them to do more work last 
year. The traffic department, he 
said, does not take into considera- 
tion revenues or the factors in- 
volved in rate cases, in making 
out its work schedules, 


Rise in Commercial Costs, 


Warren S. Miller, general man- 
ager of commercial operations for 
Missouri and Arkansas, who was 
elected secretary - treasurer of 
Southwestern Bell today, testified 
briefly in support of the increase 
in commercial expenses, The 
commercial department, charged 
with customer contacts, cost 
about $5,580,000 last year, and Mil- 
ler said it could not have been op- 
erated more economically without 
adversely affecting the service. 

Pensions paid to retired top ex- 
ecutives of Southwestern Bell and 
those to rank-and-file employes 
were contrasted in the second 
day’s questioning of Thomas F. 
Stevenson of New York, chief ac- 
tuary for American Telephone & 
Telegraph Co., owner of all the 
Southwestern Bell stock. 

An employe’s annual pension, 
Stevenson testified, is 1 per cent 
of his or her average pay in the 
last 10 years of service, multiplied 
by the number of years of service. 
Thus, a $75,000-a-year president, 
who had been with the company 
30 years, would draw a $22,500 pen- 
sion, while a $2500 operator, with 
the same length of service, would 
draw $750, 

Attorney Randolph brought out 
that Southwestern Bell now has 
three pensioners whose annual 
pensions total $57,139, each being 
more than $10,000 and the average 
being over $19,000. From another 
source it was learned that four 
other pensioners, who had been at- 
tached to St. Louis headquarters, 
drew between $5000 and $10,000 a 
year each, Three living former 
presidents of the company are E.

HOUSE BODY CUTS TRUMAN f[ 
FUND REQUESTS BY 14 PCT. A 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (AP)-~ 
The House Appropriations Com- 
mittee today cut $84,417,168 from 
the $587,8387,431 President Truman 
requested for the State, Justice 
and Commerce Departments and 
the federal courts. 

This represents a total cut of 14 
per cent. By agencies, however, 
the reductions range from 28 per 
cent for the Department of Com- 
merce to less than 1 per-cent for 
the Justice Department. The 
money is for the fiscal year start- 
ing July 1. 


Here are the amounts the com- 
mittee recommended in the bill it 
sent to the House for debate next 
week: 

State: $197,217,463, a cut of 


$17,101,068, or 8 per cent. The 
budget of the “Voice of America” 
was cut from $34,378,000 to $28,- 


,000. 

Justice: $116,330,700, a cut of 
only $591,300. The Federal Bu- 
reau of Investigation received the 
full $43,900,000 it asked for, ana 
the anti-trust division was given 
$161,700 more than the $3,250,000 it 
sought. The committee called for 
more action against “anti-trust 
activities, particularly as they re- 
fer to food, clothing and shelter.”

Total Below Last Year’s; 


The $503,420,263 total compares 
with $632,109,352 given the same 
agencies for the present year. 

In addition to the direct appro- 
priations, the bill includes $75,- 
400,000 in contract authority—that 
is, the right to contract for things 
which will be paid for later. 

Of this authority, $37,000,000 is 
for the federal-aid airport pro- 
gram, $12,000,000 for establishment 
of air navigation facilities, and 
$26,400,000 for Philippine rehabili- 
tatfon work, 

The House joined the Senate 
today in a pledge to try to hold 
Government spending to $37,200,- 
000,000 in the fiscal year starting 
July 1. This is $2,500,000,000 less 
than Truman proposed in his 
budget for the year. The ceiling 
is merely a goal for Congress to 
seek and is not binding. The leg-

The committee’s records refer to 
the principal as “No. 52” and “for- 
merly a high ranking official 
(who), presently occupies a high 
diplomatic post.” 

The investigator’s report quoted 
this memorandum by a State De- 
partment investigator: 

“My informant stated that X-6, 
a special emissary for Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, has divulged the follow- 
ing story and that, furthermore, 
information relating to this inci- 
dent is in the possession of Sen- 
ator X-7. 

“In April 1945, X-6 told my in- 
formant, he was in London and 
was to depart shortly for Tehran. 
A few minutes before his plane 
left the airport, 50 miles from 
London, X-8, a high official in 
OSS, arrived at the airport, seek- 
ing him. The OSS official told the 
President's representative that a 
telegram, which had been pre- 
pared by President Roosevelt to 
send to Chungking, China, had 
been ‘picked up at Moscow’; that 
an investigation had precluded 
the possibility that the leak of 
information could have occurred 
in Washington, because the in- 
formation in the telegram reached 
Moscow before the actual tele- 
gram left Washington. The OSS 
official stated that a high official 
of the State Department (No. 52) 
had been observed contacting a 
man in Washington and that this 
i'man, after leaving the department 
‘official had been followed to the 
Soviet embassy. The OSS offi-

WHOLESALE PRICES 
FOR THE WEEK 


WASHINGTON, | Feb. 27 (AP) — 
Average wholesale prices declined 
0.3 per cent last week, as meas- 
ured by the Bureau of Labor Sta- 
tistics index. 

The drop was due chiefly to 
lower prices for dairy products, 
cereal products and meats. The 
week before the index dropped 2.5 
per, cent. That was one of ‘the 
sharpest breaks for a seven-day

As of Saturday, Feb. 21, the bu- 
reau’s index 159.2 -- which 
means 159.2 per cent of the 1926 
average. The figure is 38 per 
cent below the postwar‘ peak of 
mid-January, but more than 40 per 
ceht higher than the last week 
of June 1946.

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REGIONAL CONFERENCE 
TAKES UP WAGE LAWS 


Addresses by Head of Busi- 
ness Women’s Club and La- 
bor Office Representative. 


The Midwest Conference on So- 
cial and Labor Problems, spon- 
sored by the St. Louis Women’s 
Trade Union League, opened today 


at the Melbourne Hotel. The con- 


ference, to continue tomorrow, will 
discuss national and international 
political and economic issues. 

Minimum wage laws were dis- 
cussed at the first session by Miss 
Irene Peterson, president of the 
Business and Professional Wom- 
en’s Club, and Miss Ruby Talbot, 
representative of the Wage and 
Hour Division of the Department 
of Labor. Miss. Peterson is a 
member of the Missouri State Min- 
imum Wage Committee. 


About 130 delegates of St. Louis 
area trade unions had registered 
by the opening of the first session, 
including representatives of CIO, 
AFL, and independent unions. A 
number of non-registered observ- 
ers were in attendance. 


Miss Talbot said in a panel dis- 


cussion that 21,000,000 of the 60,- | 


000,000 workers in the United 
States are covered by the mini- 
mum wage law. The law does not 
set a 40-hour week as standard, 
as is widely believed, she said, 
but merely stipulates payment of 
time and one-half rates beyond 
that period. She said she and 
many others helieve the basic rate 
should be increased to 75 cents 
an hour. 


Miss Peterson told the panel | 


the number of working children 
between 14 and 18 years of age 
has about doubled since 1940, with 
about 2,000,000 now registered. 
These are the ones that are work- 
ing legally, she added, many more 
being employed without being 
registered. One of the most dif- 
ficult industries to deal with as 
far as non-registration of children 
is concerned, she said, is filling 
stations, which often employ child 
relatives of owners. 

The panel, chairman of which 
was Mrs. Catherine W. Sullivan, 
St. Louis University instructor, 
included Mrs. C. W. Stafford Jr., 
Ikeague of Women Voters; Miss

garia and Yugoslavia, in addition 
to Romania and Greece, and that 
he advanced our position in South 
America as an analogy. 

“Mr. Churchill's further exposi- 
tion of the British case,” I said, 
“did not overcome our objections 
or seem to us to warrant any 
change in our views toward this 
dangerous proposal.” 

I also called attention to what 


I termed an “extremely disturbing 


aspect of this matter”’—namely, 
that the British had not discussed 
a proposal of this nature with us 
until after it had been put up to 
the Russians and ‘the latter in- 
quired whether we had been con- 
sulted. 

The British Foreign Office had 
suggested that the whole proposal 
arose out of a chance remark by 
Eden to Ambassador Gousev, 
whereas Mr. Churchill's frank 
telegram of May 31 said plainly 
that Britain had suggested to the 
Russian Ambassador that Britain 
and Russia should agree between 
themselves as to Romania and 
Greece.

In the development 
of modern improvements on such 
witches’ brews, Dr. Hallowell Da- 
vis, director of research at Cen- 
tral Institute for the Deaf, has 
had an important part. 

Dr. Davis, who is 51 years old, 

is a tall, precise, reserved New 
Englander with sharply-chiseled 
features, a typically ruddy New 
England face, and the Yankee ca- 
pacities for hard work and cold 
self-analysis. A teacher at Har- 
vard University for 23 years be- 
fore coming here in 1946, he speaks 
with. professorial precision and 
the clipped accent associated with 
Harvard. 
On two blackboards in his neat 
office he chalks schedules of his 
out-of-town meetings and of his 
work at the institute. Because his 
entire life has been devoted to 
science, outside the laboratory he 
has few interests other than his 
family, The manual work required 
to set up and operate laboratory 
equipment serves as his principal 
hobby, though in college, he con- 
fesses, he used to play the man- 
dolin. His associates know him 
as an inveterate perpetrator of 
puns. 

One of the top experts on hear- 
ing in the United States, he is 
chairman of the National Re- 
search Council Committea on 
Deafness.

His first important work, per- 
formed in the 1920’s under Dr. 
Alexander Forbes, professor of 
physiology at Harvard, was an 
experimental proof of one theory 
of the action of each of the thou- 
sands of fibers in a nerve. When 
a fiber goes into action, accord- 
ing to the theory, it reports to the 
brain only that fact, without 
transmitting any additiona] in- 
formation about the nature of the 
stimulus. 

The fiber, it is believed, acts 
much like a burning gun fuse. 
Whether the fuse is lighted by a 
match, the sun’s rays or a blow 
torch, all the fuse does is carry a 
spark to fire the gun. The nature 
of the spark is determined solely 
by the fuse—the lighting device 
has no effect on the heat of the 
spark or on the speed with which 
it travels, 


Nerve Fiber of Cat. 
In the same way, according to 
the theory, the impulse carried by 
a particular nerve fiber ordinarily

thetized the middle portion of the 
fiber to weaken an impulse, as 
moistening a portion of a fuse 
slows down and weakens a spark 
traveling along it, spaced elec- 
trods along the fiber, and con- 
nected them to a galvanometer to 
record results, When the fiber 
was shocked into action, the 
strength of the impulse it was car- 
rying dropped sharply as it passed 
through the anesthetized portion, 
and then rose to its original lev- 
el when it got to the untreated 
part of the fiber. 

Fitting the idea into what is 
known about the mechanism of 
hearing, it means that the brain, 
like the works of a pinball ma- 
chine, finds out what is going on 
from the number and the positions 
of the registering devices which 
are activated, and from the num- 
ber of times each device is acti- 
vated. Each of the 25,000 fibers 
in the auditory nerve, or each little 
group of fibers, consequently, 
must be specialized to respond to 
a particuldr stimulus. The brain 
figures out the pitch of a musical 
note, for example, from the fact 
that only a certain up of fibers, 
tuned to that pitch, are sending 
impulses. Similarly, the brain ap- 
parently learns how loud a sound 
is from the number of fibers 
which are sending, impulses. 


For that reason, nerve fibers 
can’t do each other’s job, and the 
loss of any fiber or group of 
fibers means uncorrectable deaf- 
ness to the corresponding range 
of sounds. 


In 1930, Ernest G. Wever and 
Charles W. Bray, Princeton Uni- 
versity psychologists, discovered 
that words spoken into the ear 
of an animal whose brain had 
been removed could be understood 
by a person holding to his ear a 


the animal’s auditory nerve with 
electrodes. 


Complex Process. 

That observation suggested that 
the auditory nerve might behave 
differently from other sensory 
nerves, since it apparently indicat- 
ed that the ear, like a microphone, 
sends to the brain exactly what it 
picks up, with impulses following 
one another at frequencies higher 
than in any other nerve, Dr. Da- 
vis collected Dr. Leon J. Saul, 
then a psychiatrist at Harvard, 
and attacked the problem, 

They found that the business of 
hearing is far more complex than 
anybody had thought up to that 
time. In addition to the impulses 
carried by the nerves, they discov- 
ered, there are a lot of electrical 
potentials bouncing around in the 
inner ear, These potentials, 
known as cochlear potentials, are 
produced when sound waves strike 
portions of the ear other than the 
sensory cells of the nerve fibers.

Italy May Follow Czechoslovakia | 
On Soviet List: Reds Likely to Try : 
To Win Election Before Violence 


Finland Expected to Give Russia Consider- 
able Difficulty —- Communists Seek Vic- 
tory at Italian Polls in April Under ‘Mask’ 
of People’s Front.

Finland is the last of the so- 
called Soviet satellite states which 
now preserves a form of demo- 
cratic government. Anti-Commun- 
nist groups led by the Agrarian 
and Social Democratic parties 
command a normal majority of 
150 in the Diet of 200 delegates. 
The Communists have about 40 
members, and the remaining 10 
are divided among small lefists 
bodies such as women and war 
veterans. 


The situations in Finland and 
Czechoslovakia, prior to the lat- 
ter’s absorption, were more similar 
than those of the other satellite 
countries. Both, before the war, 
had democratic systems which 
were going and solvent concerns. 
In both, familiar Communist tac- 
tics have been employed—co-oper- 
ation with other parties in prepa- 
ration for taking control, and in- 
sertion of Communists into key 
positions. The Finnish Minister 
of the Interior, in nominai control 
of the state and regular police, 
is a Communist, Yrgo Leino. 


Armed Resistafice Futile. 


But Finland would be a tough 
morsel to swallow, though military 
resistance would be futile without 
help from outside. If any popula- 
tion in the world is anti-Com- 
munist, it is that of Finland, 
which fought two wars with 
Russia. Leino is believed to have 
only a slight degree of control 
over the regular police, which 
overwhelmingly outnumber the 
state constabulary. Moreover, Fin- 
land is faithfully paying its re- 
parations to Russia, amounting, at 
1948 prices, to the delivery of 
$500,000 worth of goods yearly over 
a period of eight years. 

In Italy, however, there is to be 
a general election April 18, and 
the Communists hope to obtain 
not a majority but a plurality 
large enough to compel their re- 
admission to the government, 
from which they were ousted by 
Premier Alcide de Gaspari.

2,300,000 out of a total electorate 
of about 30,000,000, they are not

Price of One-Party Rule 


Less than 100 miles from the national capital, 
the Governor of one of the 48 states has gone 


‘before a joint session of his state’s Legislature 


and asked for a law to bar the name of Presi- 
dent Truman from the ballot. 7 
The Governor who has done this audacious 
thing is a Democrat, William M. Tuck of Vir- 
ginia. His startling proposal is that Virginia 
change its election laws so as to eliminate the 
names of all presidential and yice presidential 
nominees. He would have only the names of 
presidential electors, listed by party affiliation. 


Since Gov. Tuck asks other Southern states to 
act on his proposal, it is clear that he has only 
one purpose: to punish Mr. Truman for the 
presidential message to Congress in behalf of 
civil rights for all citizens. 

The Virginia executive said virtually this in 
opposing federal action against lynching and the 
poll tax. The Truman civil rights program, he 
said, would give the Government “sufficient 
power to create in America the counterpart of a 
Hitler or Stalin.” : 


e . * 

That remark can be dismissed as a gross ex- 
travagance, spoken in a state of high emotion. 
Dismissal of it on these or any other grounds, 
however, does not begin to solve the problem. 
Since the Democratic National Committeeman 
for Virginia says he is “100 per cent behind the 
proposal,” there is substantial chance that the 
Legislature may follow the Governor’s lead. 


This would set Virginia apart as opposing 
popular selection of the President. It would re- 
vive the authority of the presidential electors 
and invite those from Virginia to vote for the 
man who appealed to them regardless of popular 
sentiment. It would do this after many states 
have decided that the names of the electors were 
meaningless and quit printing them as a means 
of saving wasted space on the ballot. 

What would Virginia or any other state gain 
from such an act? It would rebuke Mr. Truman, 
to be sure, but it would do so at the cost of 
messing up its own election laws. It would 
apply the rod to a temporary occupant of the 
White House and in doing so would set itself 
back more than a century in a dangerous re- 
vival of the electoral college idea which was one 
of the few outright failures of the Founding 
Fathers. 


. . * 

The trouble with the South is that its one- 
party system leaves it no other place to go in 
national politics. It gets along locally by using 
the primary as an election. After it has done 
that, the election proper becomes a mere formal- 
ity. With but rare exceptions, everyone can say 
with certainty how the states of the Solid South 
are going to vote. Thus, the means for effective 
protest do not exist. Such a situation gives rise 
to the extreme and intemperate proposal of Gov. 
Tuck to the legislators at Richmond. 


This is not the only price the South pays for 
its one-party system. It pays the price of seeing 
its best men in public life disqualified for the 
highest office in the land. Prior to the Civil 
War, nine out of 15 Presidents were natives of 
the South. Since the South went on its one- 
party basis, only one native of the South has 
been elected, Woodrow Wilson, and he went to 
the White House from the governorship of the 
Northern state of New Jersey. 


The explanation for this is simple. The Demo- 
crats don’t nominate Southerners for President 


- no matter how superior they may be because a 


Southerner would do them no good in the North 
and get them no more electoral votes in the 
South. The Republicans obviously wouldn't 
name the best man in all the nation if he were 
a Southerner, since he couldn't get any electoral 
votes in his own section. 

. . . 

What the South needs politically is another 
party. Fortunately, this is being recognized 
more and more in thoughtful Southern circles. 
The Atlanta Constitution, for example, has gone 
so far as to urge voters who are dissatisfied with 
the Democratic party to look seriously into the 
Republican party invitation issued by Wilson 
Williams, nominal G.O.P. leader in Georgia. 

Reaffirming its Democratic affiliation, the 
newspaper says: 

Wilson Williams is one of Georgia's finest 
and most successful citizens. He serves in 
his political capacity as Republican National 
Committeeman from this state wholly be- 
cause of principle. He long ago went delib- 


erately into the Republican party chiefly to 
build a second party in the South 


We stand on the higher ground of the 
common good and urge all those who have 
not made up their minds as to party affilia- 
tion to investigate the invitation to enter the 
Republican primary and become a member 
of that party. 

Government in Georgia and the South 
needs two parties. 

An alternative party would not solve all the 
South’s political problems, any more than the 
two-party system has fixed up everything in the 
other sections of the country. But it would give 
the people of the South a choice which they do 
not now have. And choice is all-important. 
Without it, protest takes the extreme form pro- 
posed by Gov. Tuck in Virginia.

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End of the WACs? 


Unless Congress acts to continue it, the 
Women’s Army Corps soon will go out of exist- 
ence. That would be unfortunate and against 
the recommendation of Gen, Eisenhower, Secre- 
tary of Defense Forrestal and others who have 
given their opinions to the House Armed Serv- 
ices Committee. The services of the WACs were 
so valuable that many commanders who were 
at first skeptical became enthusiastic in their 
support. And while their duties often relieved 
physically able men for combat service, many 
WACs were no stranger to the hazards of war. 
Were a national emergency to develop, corps 
for women would be almost immediately revived. 
Isn’t it wise to keep it at least structurally as a 
part of our national defense organization? 
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A Worthy Bill Becomes Law 


Gov. Donnelly put his name to a truly pro- 
gressive measure when he signed the legislation 
to authorize Missouri's participation in a two- 
state regional development commission for the 
St. Louis area. Since the bill did not carry an 
emergency clause, the law will not be effective 
until 90 days after the Legislature’s' adjourn- 
ment. Even so, we are now apace with Illinois, 
which passed its enabling act a year ago. 


Once the commissioners from the St. Louis 
side of the river are appointed, we will be on 
our way toward solution of the area’s common 
problems. These problems recognize no such 
artificial line as a state boundary. Then, for 
the first time, the St. Louis metropolitan area 
will have the organization for over-all study and 


decision on bridges, highways, airports, outlying 
parks and related regional facilities. 

Under the law, it is now Gov. Donnelly’s re- 
sponsibility to select five Missourians, who live 
within 50 miles of the St. Louis City Hall, to 
work with five Illinoisans previously appointed 
by Gov. Green. Much of the early success of 
the commission will be determined by the Gov- 
ernor’s choice of men. 
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Italy and France Next? 

After their coup in Prague, the Communists 
probably expected a statement such as the one 
issued jointly by France, Great Britain and the 
United States. If anything, they may have been 
surprised by its relative mildness. 

‘ So what? 

The democracies—and especially the United 
States—can apply certain economic sanctions. 
No doubt, such steps will be taken—if not now, 
then as soon as the forthcoming Czechoslovak 
elections show that the Reds grabbed for keeps. 

To a free Czechoslovakia, these might well be 
body blows; but as one more unit in the Soviet 
system, Prague probably will shrug them off 
with a press release about “capitalist intimida- 
tion.” In short, no contemplated Western action 
can change the accomplished fact. 

Paris, London and Washington must know 
that. It is as if they had drawn a line down the 
map of Europe, a line beyond which the Soviet 
Union or its agents may do almost anything 
without risking more than a formal rebuke, But 
what if the Communists refuse to respect that 
line, what if—in their brash boldness—they de- 
cide to push it even farther westward? 

Italy and even France, they may decide one of 
these days, are ripe for the attempt. Here the 
Westerners have felt that geography was on their 
side. But is it? It is not much of a jump across 
the Adriatic from Yugoslavia to Italy. To make 
a land connection, Trieste would have to be 
pushed over. To do so forcibly might well mean 
war. But what if the Communists win the 
Trieste elections as well as those in Italy? Then 
Francé no longer would be remote. The geo- 
graphical picture would be reversed, and Ger- 
many might become a Western-occupied enclave 
on a Red continent. 

Admittedly, the mind runs ahead of events. 
But it is worth remembering that once they 
dropped the pretense of working along demo- 
cratic lines, it took the Communists just three 
days to make themselves masters in Prague. It 
should not be necessary to sharpen the moral 
for Congress: Western Europe is by no means 
secured beyond all chance of loss—especially 
not while the men on Capitol Hill hem and haw 
and whittle and carve over Secretary Marshall's 
aid program.

For Gandhi’s Untouchables 


In proclaiming freedom for India’s 60,000,000 
Untouchables, the Indian Constitution, which 
now awalts final approval by the Constituent 
Assembly, is as truly Gandhi as Gandhi was in 
life. His career was dedicated to freeing these 
miserable victims of the most terrible slavery 
that still persists on earth. He did not call them 
Untouchables, but Harijan, or children of God. 
It was not merely principle with Gandhi to be- 
lieve in the equality of men; it was practice, too. 
He adopted several outcaste children as his own. 

After nearly 3000 years of this “rotten ex- 
crescence” on Hinduism, as he called it, free 
India has decided that it must be banished. No 
Jonger will Untouchables be barred from schools 
and temples, restricted to certain trades, allowed 
to marry only within their caste, or—as in some 
parts of India—be permitted to go out only at 
night. The Constitution, when adopted, will 
provide punishments for Hindus who enforce 


.these and other discriminations. 


The Untouchable system, of course, can hardly 
be expected to vanish overnight, or without. in- 
cident. Fifteen years ago when a college in 
India accepted an outcaste student, an attempt 
was made to kill the principal. Last year, when 
the ban on Untouchability was first written into 
the proposed Constitution, there were demon- 
strations against it by orthodox Brahmin priests. 

But just as India has already freed itself from 
the degrading customs of suttee, or immolation 
of widows, and female infanticide, so it is begin- 
ning now to free itself from the degradation of 
caste, It is an object lesson to the rest of the

Those who use the streets of St. Louis can 
only be alarmed by the report of new threats 
and further gunplay in the dispute between the 
Mitchell Cab Co., a Negro concern, and the CIO 
union which is seeking a contract covering its 
drivers. 

Whether the demands which have been pend- 
ing since last December are reasonable or not, 
shots out of the dark and anonymous telephone 
calls have no place in the effort to dispose of 
the question. Gunfire is especially out of order 
since in this case its victims might be cab pas- 
sengers rather than parties in the dispute. 

The company’s contention that its drivers do 
not want a union contract can be settled easily 
enough by holding an election. Meanwhile, the 
Mitchell cabs have been withdrawn from the 
streets. If they return, police will no doubt 
keep a special eye on them. The Board of Al- 
dermen might do well to consider the possibil- 
ity of tightening up the loose ordinance under 
which the city now licenses cabs. 

Indiscriminate permits could make their con- 
tribution to a “cab war.” 
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Striking pilots of National Airlines are picket- 
ing in the air. We suppose it is what would be 
known technically as a sit-up strike.

Mr. Taft Defends His Law 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Dire consequences predicted for Taft-Hartley labor law have not 
materialized, says its senior author; on the contrary, feather-bed- 
ding, secondary boycotts and other abuses have been checked; in- 
ternal union affairs are unmolested and public is better protected. 


Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio in Collier’s 


Last September an enterprising new 
company purchased a few LST ships from 
the Government, It planned to carry lead- 
ed truck trailers from New York City to 
Albany. Since up to 50 trailers might be 
loaded on an LST, the new company was 
able to make a very attractive proposition 
to New York shippers. 


It looked like a profitable business un- 
til the Teamsters’ Union demanded that 
the shippers pay its members “stand-by 
time” for the full time jit took to ship the 
trailers to their des- 
tination. There would 
be no saving to the 
shippers if they had 
to pay both the new 
company and the 
teamsters for carry- 
ing their freight to 
Albany. The ships 
lay idle. 

The Longshore- 
men’s Union had 
counted on the new 
Trailership venture 
to supply work for 
some of its members. 
It promptly struck 
the port of Albany, 
refusing to permit any ship in that port 
to be moved. The object was to force the 
shippers to use the new trailerships. 


The shippers immediately filed charges 
with the National Labor Relations Board 
alleging a secondary boycott on the part 
of the longshoremen and a feather-bedding 
practice on the part of the teamsters. The 
board first proceeded against the longshore- 
men and at once obtained a reatraining 
order in the federal district court, The 
strike was over and the port opened the 
following day. The board then prepared 
its complaint against the teamsters. That 
union, however, rescinded its demand.

Public Is Better Protected 


Prior to June 22, 1947, no legal remedy 
existed for the shippers, the Trailership 
company or any other business confronted 
with similar difficulties. On that date, the 
Labor-Management Relations Act was 
passed over President Truman's veto, 


Perhaps the best proof of the act’s ef- 
fectiveness is in the infrequency of such 
disputes in the news today, 


I think it is fair to say that nearly all 
of the many amendments made to existing 
labor laws by the new act have worked 
satisfactorily to promote justice between 
employers and employes and between la- 
bor union leaders and their members. At 
the same time, greater protection has been 
given to the public, and the number of 
strikes has decreased, 


The Wagner Act made it easy for em- 
ployes to obtain representation by a union, 
They merely voted for the union at a Gov- 
ernment-conducted election. If the union 
proved unsatisfactory, however, the only 
way for the employes to get rid of it was 
to vote in another union. The NLRB re- 
fused to recognize a petition for “no” 
union, 


Foremen and Management 


Statistical releases by NLRB at the end 
of the first 60 days of operation under the 
new statute disclosed that 18 per cent of 
the petitions for elections were filed by 


‘employes to obtain decertification of the 


union that had been representing them. 


After twice reversing itself on the issue, 
the NLRB on Dec. 6, 1945, ordered the 
Packard Motor Car Co. to bargain with a 
union of its foremen, and a new source of 
dues dollars became available to the unions. 
Union after union’rushed into the field in 
a national campaign to organize supervi- 
sory employes. 

Foremen are, of course, management's 
representatives on the production line, 
Their unionization had the effect of align- 
ing them directly with the workers they 
were paid to supervise. This was especially 


true when they joined the same union as 
that to which their production employes 
belonged. The ultimate result of such a 
policy would be socialization, 


We were told that by taking away the 
Government's protection of foremen’'s un- 
ions, we would encourage such employes 
to strike. The only strike of any impor- 
tance involving supervisory employes in 
recent ménths was the one at the Ford 
Motor Co. That strike started before pas- 
sage of the new law, 


Union Shop Permitted 


During recent years there has been an 
increasing demand by unjons that employ- 
ers contribute to a welfare fund. While 
many of such funds have had a laudable 
purpose, the need for some control to in- 
sure participation by the employes for 
whose benefit they are intended soon be- 
came apparent, The new law provides such 
protection by requiring that they be trust 
funds administered jointly by the employer 
and the union, with annual audits. 


Unions were also made subject to suit 
in the federal courts for violation of their 
contracts. Care was taken to protect un- 
ion members from any personal liability, 


A good deal of fear has been expressed 
that the law is being by-passed by con- 
tracts which exempt the ynions from lia- 
bility, Of course, a contract which en- 
tirely exempts the union from any respon- 
sibility at all is not a contract. On the 
other hand, I see no reason why a union 
should not, protect itself against liability 
for which it is, in fact, not responatble, 
such as that caused by insurgent members 
entering into a wildcat strike. 


The new law makes no attempt to regu- 
late the internal affairs of unions except 
as they may affect the right of a work- 
man to secure and hold a job. A union 
may still refuse membership for any rea- 
son it chooses or expel a member with- 
out governmental restraint. However, it 
cannot require the employer to discharge 
the worker denied or expelled from mem- 
bership even if it has a union-shop con- 
tract unless the reason was nonpayment of 
initiation fees or dues, 


Objections Not Specific 


At the present time, a determined stand 
is being made by some unions which have 
enjoyed the closed shop in the past, against 
any modification in their status. A print- 
ers’ union has refused to bargain at all 
because no contract can legally provide 
for a closed shop, As a matter of fact, 
these same unions could by vote of their 
members provide for a union shop and they 
would get practically every protection for 
their union which they desire. 


The CIO called it a “wreck labor bill,” 
a “ripper law to get unions,” “treason,” 
“crucifixion” and “butcher-shop legislation.” 
The AFL has referred to it as “evil,” “vi- 
cious,” “offensive,” “infamous” and “repre- 
hensible.” Of course, they do not specify 
the particular matters to which they ob- 
ject, because if they did, their arguments 
could be easily answered,

Teepee to Prefab Houses 


AMERICAN BUILDING: THE FORCES THAT SHAPE IT, 
by James Marston Fitch. (Houghton Mifflin Co. 
Boston.) 

From the Indian’s bark huts, wigwams 
and cliff dwellings to glassed-in sun houses 
and prefabricated dwellings, this book cov- 
ers the whole gamut of building in the 
United States. It describes also the chang~ 
ing influences over the centuries which 
have made our building what it has been, 
Thus, the author does for our architecture 
much as the late Vernon L, Parrington did 
in explaining the forces which shaped 
American literature 
and thought. 

Among the 175 
illustrations are pic- 
tures of the Old 
Cathedral, St. Louis, 
which is noted par- 
ticularly because it 
has a granite front in 
the classic manner 
though its sides are 
brick, Another &t, 
Louis structure pic- 
tured is Louis Sulli- 
van’s Wainwright 
building, at Seventh 
and Chestnut streets, 
which will go on be- 
ing known in the world of architecture and 
art by that name, notwithstanding the 
thoughtless change to Missouri Insurance 
building. 


In a description of the impurities of the 
air breathed in modern cities, Mr, Fitch 
salutes St, Louis for its successful war on 
the smoke plague. Likening smoke from a 
fire to squeal from a brake (evidence of 
inefficient energy conversion), he says that 
smoke palls are signs first of monstrous 
waste and then of a much more extensive 
damage to health and property. 


Typical of the author’s appraisals are 
these: “The great complex of dams, power- 
houses, recreational areas of the TVA 
boasts some of America's moat significant 
and most beautiful social architecture. In 
the same genre is Burnham Hoyt’s magnifi- 
cent open-air theater, fitted between two 
huge, wind-eroded buttes in a Denver park.” 

This book has genuine social impor 
tance.

If the main object is to keep 
the Russians out of Palestine, 
then retreat from partition and 
abandonment of the Jewish state 
would seem to be the surest way 
to bring them in. With fine moral 
indignation, the Soviets could say 
that they were going to the aid of 
a defenseless people. 


Let the Scalpel Cut. 


At the same time, Russia’s own 
predominantly Moslem Republics 
make the kind of overtures ta the 
Arabs that have recently been re- 
ported. That is real-politik in- 
deed, and we should have learned 
that we could not beat a dictator- 
ship at that game. 

What may be hoped for from 
Delegate Austin’s statement of 
American policy is quick action. 
The most damaging thing of all 
is the disastrous drift of recent 
weeks. 

If partition is to be repudiated, 
then let the machinery be quickly 
set in motion. Like any piece of 
brutal surgery—in this instance, a 
surgery of the conscience—it had 
better be done quickly and with 
as few flourishes as possible. If

CALLED MAIOR ASSET 


Chicago Professor Says Pub- 
lic Must Be Educated on 
Value of Studies. 


Scientific research in the United 
States is “perhaps the major na- 
tional resource,” Dr. Ralph W. 
Gerard, professor of physiology at 
the University of Chicago, said 
here today at the opening session 
of the thirty-fourth annual meet- 
ing of the American Association 
of University Professors. 

About 200 persons, representing 
the 28,000 members of the organ- 
ization, are attending the meet- 
ing. The convention, which is 
being held at Hotel Statler, will 
close tomorrow afternoon. 

Dr. Gerard, speaking with Dr. 
Theodore Koppanyi, professor of 
pharmacology at Georgetown Uni- 
versity, Washington, on “Science 
and the Federal Government,” 
pointed out that industry and 
agencies of the Government have 
taken over much of the job of 
supporting research since private 
sources of funds have begun to 


up. 

The Office of Naval Research, 
he said, has “done a superb job” 
of supporting basic fundamental 
research. Scientists, in return, 
must accept the responsibility of 
educating the public to appreciate 
the importance of fundamental 
science, he said. 

He supported a bill pending in 
Congress which would establish a 
two billion dollar National Science 
Foundation to dispense funds for 
scientific research. A poll of nat- 
ural scientists expressed over- 
whelming support for the bill, he 
reported, but two thirds of those 
polled said they would oppose the 
proposed foundation if it did not 
provide funds for the social sci- 
ences as well as for the natural 
scientists. 

Dr, Koppanyi opposed the foun- 
dation, contending that sufficient 
funds can be found from other 
than governmental sources, Such 
a foundation, he asserted, would 
tend to divide and disrupt. univer- 
sity faculties, 

He foresaw a mad scramble for 
funds, with intense competition 
among the department heads in 
any institution if the bill is passed. 
“Every faculty member would 
be under the scrutiny of college 
authorities to find out whether 
he was able to obtain funds from 
the foundation,” he said. “The 
fair-haired boys would be those 
who could get bigger and better 
grants.” 

“Contracts for research would 
be awarded on a personal basis. 
Since the value of fundamental 
research to be done in the future 
cannot be estimated, the grants 
would go only to persons known 
to the advisory panels, Funda- 
mental scientific discoveries re- 
quire freedom of inquiry based on 
sound, cultural and moral founda- 
tions which have been fostered 
by universities for centuries, not 


on a National Science Founda- 
tion.” 

Speakers at an afternoon session 
today were to discuss the proper 
function of a faculty in the ad- 
ministration of a college or uni- 
versity. Those scheduled to talk 
were Paul W. Ward, professor of 
philosophy, Syracuse University; 
Ordway Tead, chairman of the 
New York City Board of Higher 
Education, and Charles L. Jami- 
son, professor of economics in the 
University of Michigan School of 
Business Administration.

“The Swimming Turtle,” the 
Nolde work on display, is one of 
the artist’s paintings which once 
were owned by the Folkwang Mu- 
seum, Essen, and thrown out by 
the Nazis as “degenerate.” It is 
a swimming mass of color, sug- 
gesting its subject through tech- 
nique as well as representation. 
Klee’s “Late Evening, Looking 
Out of the Woods” is a reproduc- 
tion of inner fantasies rather than 
of nature. Piper’s “Nether Worton 
Church” is a view of a church 
done in dramatic style. 
Prendergast and Demuth both 
studied in Paris, but the French 
impressionist influence is strong 
only in Prendergast. His “Central 
Park” has broken light and color 
to supply a realistic vibration of 
tone. Demuth’s “Egg Plant and 
Green Pepper,” a still life, is in 
more conventionally realistic style, 
Golschmann’s gift is “Horse Sale,” 
by Jules Pascin, who died in 1930. 
It suggests great activity and mo- 
tion through grouping of. figures 
of men and animals. “The 
Wounded,” by the contemporary 
Mexican Jose Clemente Orozco, 
was presented by Mrs. Prewitt. It 
shows armed peasants stolidly car- 
rying a casualty on a stretcher. 
The Chinese tomb figure is a 
watchtower two feet high dating 
from the Han dynasty, 206 B. C, 
to 221 A.D. It has two balconies, 
one above the other, in which four 
archers stand guard. The struc- 
ture is in a moat containing a fish 
and a turtle, and a large bird 
guards the roof,

Miss Windsor, who. sliced 
bologna in her father’s delicates- 
sen to pay for singing lessons, 
is the first American awarded a 
regular Rome Opera House con- 
tract in many years.

JUDGES EXPLAIN FEDERAL 
TORT CLAIMS ACT PROVISION 


Provisions of the Federal Tort 
Claims Act, which permits suits to 
be filed against the Federal Gov- 
ernment for damages arising from 
death or injury, or loss of prop- 
erty, resulting from negligence or 
wrongful act by government em- 
ployes, were explained to lawyers 
today at a regional meeting of the 
Missouri Bar Association at the 
Civil Courts Building.

THERE WAS quite a lot more of it but that’s 
enough to give you the idea. Not all the Little

*‘n’ all of a suddent he seen a funny looking bird 
a-settin’' up in a tree.”) The sound effects fre- 
quently get far more elaborate than those in the 
above tale. Once Dingle Jelly, Little Orly’s chum, 
blew such a big bubble with his bubble gum that 
it him and started rolling down the 
hill picking up everything in it’s path—an old 
man, an old woman, a duck, a cow, a church— 
each of which protested in a highly distinctive 
and euphonious style.

AT VARIOUS other times Little Orly has 
learned how to fly, held a dance with all the ani- 
mals in his father’s barn, persuaded the moun- 
tain to release the wind from bondage, and been 
kidnaped by poison ivy. Now and then he gets so 
mad he starts cussing and that alone is worth 
the price of admission. Here's a sample of Little 
Orly’s invective: “O goodness double whiz fish 
and fiddlesticks!” 

The Little Orly stories, which Brannum both 
writes and delivers under the pseudonym of 
Uncle Lumpy, developed out of some hillbilly 
songs and sketches Brannum wrote for the War- 
ing organization.

other national highways. Meanwhile Americans were trying other 
ways to move faster and farther. The elliptical steel spring for 
carriages and stagecoaches came into use around 1825. This made 
possible long cross-country journeys without the awful jolting 
which had cracked the bones and soured the temper of many @ 


N Dec. 2, 1823, President Monroe sent to 

Congress his annual message, which con- 

tained the following sensational announce- 
ments: 

“The American continents, by the free and 
independent condition which they have assumed 
and maintain, are henceforth not to be consid- 
ered as subjects for future colonization by any 
European powers. With the existing colonies or 
dependencies of any European power we have 
not interfered and shall not interfere, But with 
the South American Governments who have de- 
clared their independence ... we could not view 
any interposition for the purpose of oppressing 
them ... by any European power in any other 
light than as the manifestation of an unfriendly 
disposition toward the United States.” 

This was the famous Monroe Doctrine, which 
was conceived and partly written by Monroe’s 
hard-working Secretary of State, John Quincy 
Adams, It was an extremely bold gesture, aimed 
directly at three of the world’s big powers: Spain, 
Russia, and France. Several Spanish provinces 
in America had revolted and declared their inde- 
pendence, But the reactionary holy alliance 
(Russia, Austria, Bourbon Spain and France) 
was reported to be organizing an army to take 
them back. And in Moscow Czar Alexander I 
had announced that he was extending Russian 
sovereignty all the way down the Pacific coast 
to Oregon. The Foreign Minister of England, 
George Canning, did not like any of these moves. 
He suggested that the United States join England 
in a warning against aggression in the Americas. 
But Secretary Adams saw no reason to “come in 
as a cock-boat in the wake of the British man- 
of-war.” He proposed that the United States 
issue its own warning, and include England as 
one of the countries to be warned.

This is one of the lessons taught 
By the Community Music School 
in a new course, believed to be 
the only one its kind. The in- 
struction, designed to benefit 
children, is given to parents. It 
sums up the do’s and don’ts of 
musical parenthood, outlining 
ways of orienting children toward 
music in the years before they 
are ready for formal schooling. 

Many a potential virtuoso has 
been lost to the world, and many 
a life has been denied the enrich- 
ment that comes from playing for 
one’s own enjoyment, because 
overeager parents botched music 
for their offspring at the very 

ginning. 

Miss Edna Lieber, executive di- 
rector of the school, got tired of 
seeing children started off on 
the wrong foot and decided to do 
something about it — something 
she believes has never been done 
before. She has worked out a 
12-hour, six-week course for par- 
ents who have musical aspirations 
for their children and intelligence 


enough to realize the importance © 


of a sound and early foundation. 


Doting mothers. and fathers 
have a way of overestimating 
their children’s talents and capa- 
cities, a failing which might do 
little harm in some things, but 
which can prove fatal in music. 
Miss Lieber makes it clear that 
@ youngster is attracted to a 
piano, or any other instrument, 
because the thing makes noise, 
not because it makes music. 

“The satisfaction derived from 
the performance of music stems 
from. several inner urges,” she ex- 
plains. “One is linked with phy- 
sical skill, another with aural sen- 
sitiveness and memory, a third 
with imaginativeness. Most chil- 
dren experience one or more of 
these urges, and that is what 
seems to make them want to fool 
around on an instrument. This 
desire does not necessarily mean

they have any marked aptitude or 
creative power for music, but does 
mean they might derive great en- 
joyment from satisfying that de- 
sire to the extent of their ability.”

“Start with simple things a child 
can ‘understand—sweet, wholesome 
folk music or nursery rhymes to 
which you can make up tunes 
yourself. Don’t overlook the psy- 
chology of what you're doing. Link 
music with games and play; make 
it fun rather than a lesson or a 
chore. A good way to sour music 
for a very young child is to make 
an allotted task out of it. 

“Incidentally, 90 per cent of the 
music sold is on the first-and- 
second-year level, a sad commen-, 
tary on the number who abandon 
music study after a short try.” 

Parents are repeatedly warned 
against overestimation of talent, 
“Assume nothing,” Miss Lieber in- 
sists. “Because a child picks up 
things quickly does not mean it is 
musically gifted. Be content to let 
the child grow, and remember that 
growth takes time.” 

The course shows how an 
awareness of music and a feeling 
for it can be fostered in the home, 
Marching, clapping, drumming on 
the table and other finger-play 
sense of 
rhythm, Parents are taught how 
to make toy instruments—drums,

Some former students now oc- 
cupy chairs in the country’s lead- 
ing symphony orchestras; others 
play or sing for their own en- 
joyment. Miss Lieber, a pianist 
who was a pupil of Mme. Bloom- 
field Zeisler, started the school in 
1926, and is responsible for its 
growth through the years. A white- 
haired woman with blue eyes and 
a crisp, incisive manner, she loves 
music and devotes her life to mak- 
ing it available to others. 

That is why she decided to 
teach parents the musical] facts of 
life.

Goodwill Industries’ Work 


Roosevelt 


HYDE PARK. 


WONDER how many of you 

realize that there are 25,000,000 

disabled persons in the United 
States? Approximately 1,500,000 
are unemployed because of their 
disability. They can, under cer- 
tain conditions, support them- 
selves almost completely, but the 
conditions have to be adjusted to 
their needs. They have to be 
trained. This takes more inter- 
est and care on the part of teach- 
ers than is usually available to 
handicapped adults. 


One of the institutions which 
was started to help these people 
is called Goodwill Industries of 
New York. There are now 94 
such organizations throughout the 
United States, and last year they 
paid over $6,000,000 in wages to 
handicapped persons who would 
otherwise have suffered—firat be- 
cause of being idle, and secondly 
because of being a burden on their 
relatives or the charities of their 
communities,

THE GOODWILL INDUS- 
TRIES in New York City has a 
five-story building at 123 East 
124th street which houses offices, 
stores and workshops, I think 
any one would be interested to see 
how this organization helps the 
disabled to help themselves. You 
may have one in your community. 
(Editor’s note: Goodwill Indus- 
tries of St. Louis is at 4140 For- 
est Park boulevard.) 

In these institutions the handi- 
capped get training. For in- 
stance, I was told the story of a 
woman 56 years old who had been 
a successful teacher of dramatics 


until a serious illness deprived her 
of sight. She now smiles hap- 
pily as her nimble fingers 
ble toys and other small a 
for retail sale. 


There is another case of a girl 
who was a prisoner in a German 
concentration camp for many 
years. She is gradually getting 
over skin and eye ailments which 
resulted from malnutrition. Main- 
ly she has to get over her fear of 
people and regain some measure 
of self-confidence. She is an able 
and intelligent worker, but if a 
stranger speaks to her, she goes 
completely rigid and cannot an- 
swer. It is hoped that some day 
she will join again the normal 
workers in the outside world, but 
at present the protection of the 
Goodwill Industries is all that 
makes it possible for her to work 
and to earn,

THE EFFORT is now being 
made by the New York organiza- 
tion to raise a fund of $150,000 
to increase the scope of its work. 
They need equipment and mate- 
rials as well as trained teachers 
in the various skills. The equip- 
ment and materials are often sup- 
plied wholly from cast-off clothing 
or furniture, which the Goodwill 


Industries pick up at your home if 


you send them word. The trained 
teachers and workers must be 
paid. 

Work such as this, of course, 
goes on all over Europe but there 
are unfortunate people here at 
home who also need help, and in 
‘this country our hearts must be 
big enough both for our own and 
for the unfortunate victims in 
other lands.
